And beholde aboue all labours 
(for the common wealth) we ought to giue a ſure and certain 
mdgemet , that Planting and Grafting is more hyghly to 
be commended and praiſed , than many other worthy and 
Noble things in thys world:forthys arte hath not only from 
me to ty me, bene Pp in vſe and practiſe of laboure 
through Kinges and Prynces: but alſo it hath bene put in 
wryting of many greate and worthy perſonages, in di- 
uers kynde of languages, as in Eke by Philome - 
tor, Hieron, Acheleus, Orpheus, Muſceus, Homer, Hoſiode, 
Conſtantine, Ceſar: and in Latin, by Verron, Caton, Colu- 
mella, Paladius, Virgill, Amikus Macer , and in the Portin- 
gale tong by king Attalus and Mago, (the whycke reciteth 
the Hiſtories) that after their death, the bookes of plantyng 
and grafting were brought to Rome, fone after the deſtructiõ 
of Cartliage. Lykewyſe, howe many ſinee haue wrytten only 
of zeale and loue for their euntry and common wealth, of the - 
fruitefull arte of planting and graffing yea, of late days howe. 
many worthy men by their learning haue kd bo lykewyſe 
thereof, should ſeme that it hath come from their aunceſters, 
as the greateſt honor, through the noble inuention of the 
ſame. Lykewyſe 1 dare boldely affirme, not onely tlie 
learned haue wrytten, but alſo haue bene practy ſers and 
inuenters of the ſame, (as wytneſſeth dyuers hy ſtoiyes).
